Edward Duryee before the November 
meeting of the Engineers’ and Archi- 
tects’ Association of Southern Call- 
fornia at the Hollenbeck Cafe last 
night, Duryee has been prominently 
associated with the aqueduct project, 
having charge of the building and 
operation of the municipal cement 
plants at Fairmont and Halwee and 
serving the commission in the capacity 
of a consulting chemical engineer. 

His ¢éxperience with hydraulic se- 
ments in he said, led him to 
believe that in practically every in- 
stance the mortar or concrete made 
from them could be improved by re- 
grinding the cement with puzzolana, 
that is, materia! of a silicious character 
such as blast furnace siag, dried clay 
or shale. In the case where the con- 
crete would be perpetually subjected 
as in the 
aqueduct, such a protective and water- 
proofing measure is practically indis- 
pensabie. He gave it as his opinion 
that the frequent failing of the con- 
crete used in reservoirs, tunnels, sewers, 
Ste., could be in very large measure 
obviated by the use of such Pussolan- 
Portiand cement.” 

Even in the case where the cement 
structure was to be exposed to the cor- 
rosive action of sea-water, as in the 
case of our own new harbor struc- 
tures, he declared the use of puzzolana 
to be the only practicable solution of 
the difficulty, in the absence of the 


free shales as the lowlime component 
of cement and the subsequent use of 
similar materials as an admixture it 
would be readily possible for California 
to produce a beautiful pure white ce- 
ment such as is now shipped from 
eastern milis at great expense. He 
thinks that the development of this 
phase of the industry waits only upon 
the growth of a sufficient realization 
of the possibilities of white cement as 
a building material. 

As to the practicability of generally 
effecting this change in the methods 
of handling cement, he said that the 
West and more particularly Califor- 
nia was the logical place for it to be 
done.

This change le so radical that it may

ite advocates even for the nation. 

“I refer in this statement to the initia- 
tive, referendum and These 
three measures are very ie. 
They mean the abolition of a repre- 
sentative Republican form of gowern- 
ment in so far that there can be no 
governmental. act without the con- 
sent of the people, and the people can 
change the lawe readily at their will. 
It means that not only laws may be 
changed, but constitutions may readily 
crumble inte a “new nationalism.” 
Our existing government must give 
Way to cry ‘vox populi, vox Dei,’ 
whether this cry be uttered in intel- 
ligence or in frenzy. 

“The initiative and referendum are 
provisions for legislation. They do 
away with every essential principle of 
a representative legislative department 
of the government. With the initia- 
tive and referendum the Legislature ts 
impotent and is absolutely without 
independence. 

“The recall is ostensibly an attack 
upon the executive and legislative de- 
partments of the government, but ft 
may be an attack upon the jud 

AS an attack upon the executive it 
strips that department of all independ- 
ence and makes it subservient to the 
mere whim of the voters. And this 
would be true also of the judiciary, if 
the recall is permitted to attack that 
department. If, therefore. the initia- 
tive, referendum and recall are to be 
applied. or should be applied to each 
of the three depart ments of the govern- 
ment, it would destroy independence 
and banish liberty. 

AGAINST FREE GOVERNMENT. 


“The recall is a long step toward 
abolishing the principle of free govern- 
ment, that we must be governed by 
laws, for it a man accepts an official 
position and may be removed for obey- 
ing the law, and a man who disobeys 
the law upheld by the people in an 
office under the recall, then such men 
are not governed by law.

This drastic action has followed the 
visit to South Hollywood of L. H. 
Mayet, inspector from the County Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner's office, who 
has spent the past few days in the re-

eare and whenever he finds one infest- 
ed with scale he leaves a notice with 
the owner stating that the trees must 
be fumigated within a certain number 
of days, sometimes five, sometimes ten, 
otherwise the county will perform the 
‘job at the expense of the landholder. 

Seen yesterday concerning the trou- 
ble, County Horticultural Commissioner 
Alvin R. Meserve sal: 

“We have inspectofs out all the time 
and when they find trees infested wi 
scale they serve notices calling for fu- 
migation as this is the only means — 
getting rid of the pest. Of course i 
there are some people who object and 
prefer to get rid of their trees by 
burning or cutting them down we can- 
not prevent it. We merely suggest fu- 
|migation as the best means of re- 
‘ducing the trouble. If it is not done 
within the time specified in the notice 
we do ft arbitrarilv beca se there a 
State law to that effect.” 

Meserve added that fumigation is not
